REMARKS 

Claims 1-24 are pending. Claims 23 have been amended. Support for the amendment 
is found, inter alia, in the specification on page 10, lines 18-19, and in claim 15 as originally 
filed. 

ELECTION 

The Examiner sets forth a restriction between the Groups I - III as set forth in the 
above-referenced Restriction Requirement. 

Applicant respectfully elects Group III, claims 19-24, drawn to a method for 
measuring temperature, with traverse. All of the groups relate in some manner to an optical 
interferometric temperature sensor; and therefore, there is not a substantial burden of an 
additional search in order to examine all the claims of the invention. Accordingly, 
Application respectfully requests withdrawal of the restriction requirement.
